temporary 
readjustment 
of a 


mortizatlon," 


At the same time, Mr. Roose- 


velt indicated he would ask Con- 
gress shortly for legislation en- 
abling this government to initiate 
"practical reciprocal tariff agree- 
ments to break through trade Har- 
riers and establish foreign mar- 
kets for farm and industrial pro- 
ducts." 


Following Is the text of the 


message to the Congress: 


"As an Integral part of the 


broad plan to end the 
forced 


liquidation of prosperty, to in- 
crease purchasing- power and to 
broaden the credit structure for 
the benefit of both the producing 
and consuming elements in 
our 


population, I ask the Congress for 
specific legislation relating to the 
mortgages and other forms of 
indebtedness of the farmers of the 
nation. That many thousands of 
firmers in all parts of the coun- 
try .are unable to meet indebted- 
ness incurred when their crop 
priC2s had a very different money 
value is well known to all of you.

nation wiH be enabled to re- 


finance themselves on reasonable 
terms, lighten their

burdens and give them a fair op- 
portunity to return to sound condi- 
tions.

PASSES AWAY

PLAN TO BE 


Congress Awaits Reverbera- 


tions; Over Million Per- 


sons Slashed 


WASHINGTON. April 3—Con- 


gressional ears were awaiting re- 
verberations today from President 
Roosevelt's drastic pensions cut as 
Brig. Gen. Frank T. Jlmea, di- 
rector of the veterans administra- 
tion prepared to carry out the 
reduction order which will affect 
approximately 1,400,000 persons. 


Senator Thomas (D) of Okla- 


homa, Rep. Rankin (D) of Miss- 
issippi and Wiliam Conley of Los 
Angeles, national commander of 
disabled war veterans, were the 
first to take issue with the latest 
economy move of the administra- 
tion which is estimated to save 
$400,000,000 annually beginning on 
July 1. 


Conley said: 
The one redeeming feature of 
these new regulations on relief to 
disabled war veterans is that the 
suffering will be such that there 
will be an early national revulsion- 
when the effects are understood. 
Thomas said: 
"Sentiment for support of the 


President is so* strong right now 
that the country will endorse al- 
most any plan he has but once 
the victims of this program begin 
to feel its effects the unfavorable 
reaction is going to oe terrific. 


"When more than 500.000 veter- 
ans who have no other means of 
support find that their 
checks 


have been reduced heavily or stop- 
ped, there is bound to be a wave 
of bitterness." 


Rankin said: 
There are no surprises in it for 


those of us here on the scene. 
Those of us who saw the injustices 
it contained made our fight to 
avoid them, but we are overriden. 
II looks like there is no way out 
now save by new legislation, the 
need of which soon will be evi- 
dent"

JEWS IN FRANCE 
BOYCOTT GERMANS

Four influential Jewish organi- 


zations in Paris today announced 
a general boycott on German
